2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The claimed invention relates to a radio resource control 
method, which makes it possible to control cell change 
procedures dynamically while the user equipment is in an idle 
state. This lowers the probability of a cell change while the 
user equipment is in a dedicated connection.

Dl discloses a radio resource control method in a mobile 
communication system comprising a serving cell f ormed ^ by a 
neighbour base station, at least one neighbour cell formed by 
a neighbour base station, and user equipment capable of 
receiving signals from said base stations, (fig.l). The user 
equipment camps in an idle state on the serving cell and 
receives control information for controlling cell change 
procedures of the user equipment from the serving cell to a 
target cell, (col. 2 lines 54-60). The cell change is performed 
based on the received control information. 

D2 deals with quality measurements before a handover and D3 
with a method for improved cell selection for multi-mode radio 
stations in the idle state. 

D4 discloses how signal strength (quality) is measured for 
serving and neighbour cells. The measured cells are ranked ana 
selected as target cells based on the ranking, (abstract) .

The claimed invention differs from the subject-matter of Dl by 
the fact that the radio resource control is adjusted according 
to a predetermined time pattern. The time pattern comprises 
time elements which have a characteristic profile in terms of 
the state of the mobile communication system, i. e. the rush 
hour, the time of a mass event or a holiday season. 

Since none of the cited documents reveals this feature, the 
claimed invention fulfils the requirements of novelty, 
inventive step and industrial applicability. 
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
